Wells Brothers, Formerly of Garrett, 


Survive in West, But Estate Has 


Been Settled. 


Auburn, Tnd., July 12.—A letter, about 


which cling the circumstances of 
n 


strange case, has just been received by 
DeKalb County Clerk Hobel, in connec- 
tion with an estate case that was set- 
tled three, years ago. 


Tn fiarrett there lived for many years 


a highly respected couple by the name of 
Wells. ' They had children and among 
them were two sturdy boys, Isaiah ana 
Amos. 
They wanted to get rich and 


seeing no chance at home to satisfy their 
ambition the two young men one day 
struck out for the crcat west. Letters 
came from them only occasionally and 
then ceased. It was'known that Isaiah 
Wells had crossed the Pacific and was 
pursuing his quest for a fortune in Aus- 
tralia. When they were most needed at 
home they could not be found. The two 
aged people mourned for their absent 
boys and .the firsfc to pass into the 
shadow land was the aged father, and in 
1008 the wife and mother wn« laid at 
his side in the Garrett cemetery. 


An administrator was appointed for 


the-Wells estate and a diligent search 
was made for the two absent heirs, hut 
they could not be found. When the time 
rame to dose up the estate proceedings 
wore commenced to declare them legally 
dead. To do this it is necessary to begin 
special proceedings in court setting forth 
all the facts and a notice something like 
a non-residence notice is published in a 
local paper and one published at 
the 


state capital, and on the return dny if 
no one appears the court declares tho 
person legally dead. 
If there 
are no 


heirs the money that belongs to them is 
sent, to the .state treasurer and can only 
he reclaimed by an action setting aside 
the judgment th.it declared the person 
dead, and the.burden of proof rests upon 
the person commencing f h i s action. 


In the Wells estate there was real as 


well as personal property and this w:is 
divided among the heirs. The- estate was 
rlo«ed up three years ago.

to represent them mode inquiries about 
R'hnt disposition had been-' made of the 
property. 
The letter was turned over 


to" the law firm of Mountz &. Bninkeu- 
hoff.who represented the administrator of 
ihe Wells estate.

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Simplifying the Board's Work. 


Gilbert TT. llciulrcii. recently appointed chief ex- 


aminer of the state accounting board, i.s sai<l to ho plan- 
ning to shortly introduce a number of radical changes in 
the manner of making oxamiiatious uf public offices with 
a view of not only paving tinfo and money, but at tlie same 
time increasing the efficiency of the department generally. 


He will publish a schedule of fees for every public of- 


fice where fees are collected and require it to be used as a 
Standard. The schedule will be approved by the attorney 
general before being sent mil to officials and field examin- 
ers. 
At |»resent there is no uniformity iu the collection of 


foes and each official interprets the complicated laws on 
tho subject as he sees lit. It is Mr. Ifendren's idea that, 
every official should know the proper amount of fees to be 
collected in each case and should not deviate from that 
standard. The Held examiners will be instructed to hold 
officials accountable for any departure from the schedule 
furnished by the board of accounts. 


The step is one which ought to meet w i t h the cordial 


approval of city, countv and township officers over the 
state whoso affairs fall under the supervising of the state] 
board. In a vast majority of cases the discrepancies un- 
covered by examiners since the passage of the accounting* 
board law have been due not to dishonesty, but to a mis- 
apprehension of the provisions of the law and a widely 
.varying interpretation of the statutes bearing upon the 
collection of fees. With this schedule definitely set out, 
the situation ought to lie greatly clarified. The public 
accounting lawj bitterly assailed in some quarters, is now 
coming to be recognized as a most important feature of 
state goveramont and a safeguard alike to the state and 
to the honest public official. 


Somewhat more than three hundred American cities 


tare thrown off the partisan yoke in municipal affairs and 
are operating under a system that makes efficiency un- 
trammelled and unhampered by political obligations the 
measure of public sen-ice. In no case is there record of

They have 
discovered that it is necessary to not only place men of 
large calibre in charge, but to leave them freed from the 
Bhaekles of party obligation that is paid at public expense. 
That is the significance of the independent movement that 
is bringing men of all political faiths together in this cam- 
paign for a better Fort Wayne.

For real ice ereum you must have 


cream that has been taken from the milk 
.ha. ban stood at least twelve hours. This 
is single crcum ami is all right for plain 
vanilla, or chocolate icn cream. If you 
wish mousse, of which J shall speak later, 
you have to have, double cream, that 
which has stood on the milk for twenty- 
lour hours and can be whipped. For ice 
cream you can use sour cream and you 
will find it IH very nice; it only needs 
more sugar. 


I find thnt cream simply sweetened 


and flavored and frozen is the most de- 
licious and healthful of nil frozen des- 
serts, and when you take its food value 
into consideration it is not expensive. Do 
not use milk mixed with your cream, us 
it crvst.allizes nml become* watery. If 
you nave no sweet > r sour cream on hnnd 
and wish to have a frown dessert make 
your milk into a l.oiled custard and be- 
fore, putting in thn freezer beat it ligl.t 
with an egg beater. This is called Now 
York ice cream and is delicious. 


If you wish to make ice cream with 


condensed milk make it in proportion of 
one largo can of cream to one quart of 
milk and remember when you put in 
your sugar that your cream must be 
much sweeter than you like it, as freez- 
ing it neutralizes some of the sugar. 


Preparing Ice and Salt for Freezing 


Cream. 


Break the ice into very small pieces by 


using a heavy "wooden mnllet or potato 
masher. Put the ice in a large canvas 
bag. 
Use coarse rock salt.—table salt 


melts the ice too rapidly. Pack around 
the freezer can in the. proportion of one- 
third salt to two-thirds ice. Remembur 
when through freezing to turn the water 


hour or two after freezing is much bet- 
ter than when eaten directly it is made. 
The freezer should be larger than you 
actually need to hold the cream, as freez- 
ing expands the liquid in proportion of 
ubout one-quarter. 
1 seldom lill my 


freezer more than half full. 


\Vheu not in use the can of the freezer 


should be kept uncovered and you must, 
always scald and thoroughly dry it be- 
fore putting away. If you will let your 
cream stand in the freezer packed in ice 
and salt a little while before you begin 
to turn it you will nave time, ice and- 
labor. 
How to Packlce Cream After Freezing. 


Newly frozen cream is mushy, lacks 


flavor and s 'loothness, so it is always 
best to prepare it in time to bo packed 
and 'ripened" three or four hours before 
serving. In packing, turn off tho brine, 
pack freezer with ice and salt,, cover 
with a heavy cloth or carpet that has 
been wet before covering the freezer. Do 
not let this covering get dry, as it retards 
the evaporation of water and melting of 
ice in the freezer. 


Strawberry Mousse. 


Mousse or tho moasy effect is produced 


bv freezing whipped cream without turn- 
ing tho crank of tho freezer. 
Whip 11 


pint of whipped cream very stiff and stir 
into it. a cupful of crushed berries and 
a cupful of granulated sugar. Pack in 
ice and salt for four hours. When ready 
to serve garnish with whole strawber- 


Get an ordinary water bucket and a 


glass fruit jar with a metal top that 
screws on tightlv. Put the mixture you 
want to freeze in the jar and fill it 
up. Then put a layer of cracked ice and 
a layer of salt in the bottom of the 
bucket with salt and ice. using about one- 
third as much salt as ice. 
When the 


bucket is filled the metal top of the fruit 
jar should be above the ice. Take a piece 
of stout cord and make one turn about 
the top of the jar, letting tho cord fit into 
the threads of the jar top. 
Then take 


tho long ends of the cord and pull them 
alternately. This will cause- the jar to 
whirl one way or the other. Keep this 
up a few minutes—five or ten minutes. 


Then open the pair and with a long 
spoon scrape the frozen cream from its 
fifties. Close it, and whirl it some more. 


And then there is another way that 


the thing lan be done without any 
whirling. This is a good thing for indi- 
vidual portions for invalids. Take an or- 
dinary jelly glass with a tight-fitting 
metal top. 
Put your material for the 


cream or ice in this. Then bury it in a 
mixture of ice and salt and lea»o it there 
for a few' hours. If you caro to «f£t a 
good solid mold it is well to open the 
jelly glass every fifteen or twenty min- 
utes and scrape the irozen cream from 
the sides. 


On the streets in Spanish cities and in 


other European and in South American 
cities as well, thn "sorbcte" maker is a 
common sight), sitting on tho hot, sun- 
light street, pulling away at tho strings 
that whirl his freezer. In those countries 
a tin cylinder-like can is used instead of 
a fruit jar.

Water Ices and Sherbets. 


These nre usually composed of fruit 


juices, simple syrup and water. Simple 
svrup can he made at home by using the 
best- lump sugar, two pounds, add one 
quart of water and allow to dissolve be- 
fore putting on tho tire. 
Heat slowly 


until it comes to a boiling point. Take 
off any scum that may rise, but be very 
careful not to stir tho syrup or it will 
sugar. Boil slowly until it is as thick 
as heavy cream. 
Then put in mason 


fniit jars and set away until you wi'h 
to use it. 
In milking fruit ices it in 


almost impossible to tell the proportion 
of sugar to bo used, but tho usual method 
is one-half a cup of syrup to one pint 
of fruit juice. Always strain your juicc.3 
through a cheese cloth bag so that there 
will be no seeds in your ice. Remember 
it takes longer to freeze ices than cream, 
but slowly turn the crank until tho 
contents become stiff. 
Then 
the can 


should be opened, the sides scraped down 
and the stiffly beaten white of ono egg 
worked into the ice. 
This amount of 


egg with one tcaspoonful of pulverized 
sugar beaten with it is sufficient for two 
quarts of sherbet. Now pack your ice 
and cover it with wet carpet and let it 
stand three hours. 


Wliqje Banana Ice Cream. 


•Wash and wipe twelve 
large 
ripe 


bananas (red ones if possible). Cut the 
skins down ono side and carefully ex- 
tract the pulp and put tho skins in the 
ic« chest until the cream is ready. Manh 
tho pulp of the bananas and mix with 
two cups of sugar and ono cup of cream. 
Rub this through the colander and freeze 
in tho usual way. \Vhcn hard fill tho 
banana skins with ths cream. Pack it in 
well and tio with a soft thread and re- 
turn to the clean and chilled freezer. 
Pac.k and let ripen for one hour. Kemovo 
the threads, tio tho bananas up with rib- 
bons and send to the table. This in a 
pretty little "company frill." 


Strawberry Ice. 


Strawberry ice may 1m made in propor- 


tion of two cups or strawberry juoiee to 
one cup of dimple syrup and three cups 
of cold water. One tablespoon of gelatine, 
dissolved in two tablespoons of 
cold 


water, then arid two tablespoons of boil- 
ing water. 
When thoroughly dissolved 


drain and mix with the strawberry juico 
and then freeze. 
The, add'tion of 
the 


beaten whito of one eggs will improve, it, 
but is not necessary. 
Any other fruit 


Juice can be used in making ices in this 
same proportion and frozen In the sainu 


Coffee Frappc. 


Two cupfuls of moderately strong rof- 


feo and four cupfuls of singtc cream and 
ono cupful of granulated sugar. Freeze 
and serve immediately In punch glasses. 


Fruit Sauces for Ice Cream. 


A fruit sauce to bo turned over ice- 


cream can bo made oh the juico of any 
kind of fruit and sweetened to propor- 
tion of ono cup of sugar to one cup of 
fruit juice and boil for ten minutes. 


Alaska riake. 


The whites of six eggs, six tablespoon- 


fuls of powdered sugar, two-quart brick 
of ion cream.a thick sheet of spongo 
cake. Make a meringue of the egg white 
beaten very stiff with four tablespoon- 
fills of sugar. Cover a hoard with whito 
paper, lay on the sponge cakn and turn 
the Ice cream out on the cake. Cover 
with the meringue and spread smoothly. 
Have everything ready to do this quick- 


ly. Place in the oven grato and brown 
quickly. 
The board, paper, cake and 


meringue arc poor conductors of heat and 
prevent tho cream from melting. You 
can slip the cake from the board onto :i 
nice cream platter and givo your friends 
the surprise of a frozen cream inclosed •« 
a- hot meringue. 


Lemon Ice. 


T'so the juice of s'-c lemons and the 


grated rind of one. 
Add one and one- 


half pounds of sugar or sweeten to your 
taste. 
1.^-t stsnd until sugar is com- 


pletely dissolved and then strain 
and 


freeze. 
When frozen to a pulpy mass 


add the- beaten whites of two eggs. 


Orange fro can he made in tho same 


way by using tho j..lce of oranges in- 
stead of lemons, adding the juice of one 
lemon to them. Pineapple Ice can easily 
be madn by mixing one can of shredded 
pineappl*. ono cup of simpln syrup, three 
cups of water, ono tcaspoonful of gelatine 
dissolved in thrco tablespoons of warm 
water. 
Put all these together and add 


the whites of eggs as directed before :n 
tho lemon sherbet. 


Vanilla Ice Cream. 


Onn quart of single 
cream, 
eithT 


sweet or «our. Two cups of sugar—three 
if the cream is sour—one-half a ten- 
spoonful of vanilla extract. 
Freeze in 


the ordinary manner, repack nnd serv- 
after it has "ripened" two hours. If you 
wish to make a "company dish" of this 
cream pour over it. just before sending 
to tho table in sherbet cups, a. sauce 
madd of four heaping 
tablosp^hns of 


sweet chocolate grated to a smooth paste 
with six tablespoons of cream. Add two 
cupfuls of boiling water and cook in 
boiling wntor. 
Stir constantly for t'a 


minutes after it begins to boil. 
Flav- Ir 


with half a teaspoon 
of vanilla and 


pour over cream just before sending to 
tho table. 


Ginger Sherbet. 


Many people are fond of the hot. bit- 


ing taste of ginger in frozen ice. Make 
and freezo a lemon water ice, stir into 
it four ounces of preserved ginger cut 
in small pieces and two tablespoons of 
ginger syrup. Freeze and pack down.

Then came those built 


and operated by Joseoh Me.Maken, Sam- 
uel l.illie, John Spencer, John Trentman, 
and included in this list we must not 
forget to mention the old-time hostelry 
known as the 1'nlo Alto. 
The latter 


was built in lfe-10 and stood at the cor- 
ner of Wayne and C'alhoun streets. 
It 


was destroyed by tire in 1885. 


The celebrated Roclchill house, now 


forming a part of the structure of St. 
Joseph's hospital, was commenced in 
1838, but was not used as a hotel until 


The Kandiill was erected" in I860 and 
was recentlv 
remodeled, as was 
the. 


Wayne, erected in 1S«T. The Baltcs has 
been in operation for four years and en- 
joys good patronage. 
T-he Alt Heidel- 


berg was opened about three years ago 
and is operated strictly on the "stag"' 
plan, except for the cafe and grill rooms. 
The C'entlivre opened only a short time 
ago and its patronage, it is said, comes 
mainly from travelers who desire to re- 
main close to the railways, as this hotel 
is within less than five minutes' walk 
from 
either the Pennsylvania, 
Grand 


l.'i'idds and Indiana and the Wabaalt 
iiiiiroad stations. 


The Bath House. 


Tu addition to hotels, Fort Wayne has 


one of the most modern Turkish bath 
houses in the slate and nightly thii 
place is tilled with guests. Durine spe- 
cial events in the city, such as conven- 
tions, the bath house contributes gen- 
erously in relieving the room scarcity* 
Its baths are modern in every respect 
and the increasing demand for rooms, 
both permanent a,nd transient, has led 
the 
manngeemiit 'to plan 
for an ex- 


tensive addition. This was to hare been

velop into something better. Wellesley has 
a remarkable opportunity to develop crew; 
that shall set the standard for rowing in wain- 
en's colleges. None of the other women's col- 
leges that go in for rowing has a lake all tc 
itself, where practice can be guarded from 
every eye. 


It is generally conceded that physical exer- 


cise, especially that wh.ch can be taken out ol 
doors, is as essential to the education of girls 
as any part of the curriculum, and sports have 
an additional value in the stimulation to en- 
thusiasm that they provide. Not the least of 
their good points is that they tend to create 
a new phase of college loyalty. When the 
college crew is sending its boat smartly over 
the water the girls whose colors it bears can 
sing with greater fervor than ever the familiar 
words: —

here; they are already known the world 
over, 
(.if these great 
nnd unexpected 


changes some of the causes have been 
pointd out of late. 
(Jur brave and vic- 


torious "army has been justly praised. 
Rut to make our people and its army 
what they are today many force? hav 
been at work for many years. 
Multi- 


tudes of our young men went to Europe 
and America, where they received their 
education, and. i-uning back, they did 
their best in awakening the nation, then 
kept under politico! and religious oppres- 
sion. More schools were opened all over 
the country. 
The American Robert col- 


lege in Constantinople has done incoleu- 
lable service to the nation^ The National 
Orthodox church also lias done much m 
its own way. 


"But one of the great factors in th< 


awakening and the progress of our na- 
tion has been almost lost eight of. at 
least in some quarters. 
And having lived 


almost three-quarters of a century, and 
having studied carefully the causes of 
the development of our people, I feel it 
my sacred duty to point out this factor, 
namely, the old yet always new and 
fresh Bible and the evangelical work con- 
nected with it. 
' 


"For the lust fifty to sixty years this 


wonderful book, given us in our native 
tongue by the British and foreign Bible 
society and the American Bible society, 
has been freely distributed among our 
people by thousands, and has made its 
way into the cities and villages, and been 
read witU eagerness by thousands.

"Let. therefore, the good Christians in 


.Great Britain. America and other coun- 
tries who have given their money for 
the Bible and the missionaries in Bul- 


I garia, be sure that their sacrifices hnvo 


not been in vain. And in expressing our 
hearty thanks to all those good friends 
for the Bible and the evangelical work 
among our people, i express the heartfelt 
gratitude of thousands of my 
fellow 


countrymen. 


"I cannot forget the great relief work 


that Orcnt ^Britain and America are doing 
through the missionaries and otherwise. 
Through this Christian aid many thou- 
sands have been saved from death and 
many more from misery. 


"In closing, let me say that Bulgaria

DO IT FOR YOUR SON. 


Dr. Font says it is often a puzzling 


nropostion to keep boys in 
Sunday 


school when they have reached the age of 
fifteen or sixteen. 
Generally the boy is 


•ensured, and made to feel that he is 
wholly responsible for not choosing reso- 
lutely to continue in the Sunday school. 
The following from a pastor of large ex- 
perience is very suggestive, and we hope 
ivill prove useful in correcting a fault 
that too often lies at the door of pa- 
rents, rather than at the door of the 
child: 


"Some years ago I had been saying to 


the mm of the church which I was serv- 
ing that if fathers would attend Sunday 
school the boyu of fifteen to twenty-one 
would attend also; that if fathers did 
not attend the boys would not be there. 
I finally concluded that I might be speak- 
ing rashly out of my mouth, and that 
it would he wise to consult the secre- 
tary's hooks. The record showed about 
thirty fathers in the Sunday school who 
had sons fifteen years old and over. The 
record also revaled the fact that these. 
sons were all in school, with sea^.dy -in 


eptioiK Moreover, we had scarcely a 


boy over fifteen years of age in the large 
whoiil of about f>00 enrolled where the 
father, if living, was not there. 
Boys 


whose fathers do not attend Sunday 
school drop out when they feel that they 
arc men.'' 
Doubtless 
similar 
results 


would he obtained if the records of other 
Sunday schools were examined. 
Moral: 


Parents bhould go to (Sunday school it' 
they want their children, as they grow 
up, to remain in the Sunday school.

The 
average 


producer of meat and milk seems de- 
termined not to pay more than about 
meat prices for registered bulls to In- 
fuse Improved blood in his herd, but 
the breeder cannot afford to produce 
them at such prices. Falling to secure 
Improved males at these low prices 
many producers fall back on the grade, 
or even the scrub, and frequently com- 
bine with this In-nnd-In breeding, es- 
pecially where the males are chosen 
from within the herd. 


Because the producers of live stock 


other than pure-breds, comprise such 
•n overwhelming majority of stock 
«wners. and because they produce tho 
great bulk of tr-o animal products 
marketed, their Influenco In dcterm- 
tlig the character and reputation of 
meats and milk Is very far reaching. 
lit Is In the hnnds of this class that 
;the scrub ami animal of badly mixed 
'breeding are to be found. 


It should be the ambition of «very 


man owning live stock to eventually 
get Into some lino of pure-bred live 
Stock breeding. The plan we have to 
iuggest for the Improvement of the 
rommon stocks of tho country. Is that 


j known as up-grading, which consists 


In Ingrafting the characteristics of a 
superior breed upon animals of com- 
mon or mixed breeding, for the pur- 
pose of Improving them. 
This Im- 


provement Is due to the superior qual- 


j Ity of the males used, and their power 
of transmitting accurately these quali- 
ties to their offspring. 
This plan dif- 


fers from cross breeding, In that pure 
blood Is used on the sire's side, and 
females of mixed blood on the dam's 
side. 
Thus we have the prepotency 


concentrated In the bull, and tho very 
opposite In the females, as the more 
mixed the breeding the less stable are 
the Inherent characteristics of the In- 
dividual and. therefor, the less ro- 
slstant to improvement. 


In general then, It Is necessary for 


the majority of holders of common 
stock to make the best use of tho 
animals on hand, with a view to Im- 
proving them. Let us suppose a herd 
of common cattle of say eigheen head, 
and apply a plan of Improvement. Tho 
first thins for the owner of this herd 
to do ISj-to decide upon some one line 
of production, either beef or dairy, 
and then stand by the resolution. 
Without this he can not Improve hie 
herd, for the animals of mixed breed- 
Ing are largely the result of frequent 
change of purpose. 
Suppose In this 


case, that the owner haa decided to go 
Into the dairy business. 
The next 


thing to do will be to look over the 
herd of eighteen and decide which 
ones are so possessed of dairy type as 
to warrant their being -used in the bus- 
iness. No doubt there will be found at 
least six Inferior onee which must be 
sent to the block. 
Having selected 


the females to be retained, the next 
very Important step Is to decide upon 
the breed to be used In Improvement. 
Having decided upon the breed—sup- 
pose It Is the Holsteln—then purchase 
the best Holsteln bull the pocketbook 
will allow. Mate this bull with the 12 
selected cows, and use him for two 
seasons, after which his progeny will 
be old enough to breed. Then secure 
another Holsteln bull, follow him with 
others of the same breed Indefinitely. 
Let It be nothing but Holsteln bulls. 
We have cited Holstoln merely for the 
purpose of this Illustration. The same 
plan must be used no matter what the 
breed is. 


There Is some question «ts to the 


number of crosses that must be pro- 
luced before this high standard of 
excellence will be secured 
In 
the 


grade. Instances are on record where 
ideal high grades have resulted from 
the third cross. In general, one would 
be safe In counting on at least the 
fifth, 


We desire to emphasize the fact that 


tho use of Improved methods of breedi 
Ing alone will not avail. 
It Is abso- 


lutely necessary for these to be sup- 
plemented 
by liberal feedhur 
and 


proper cure and management. 


SILOS AND SILAGE 


A Silo Thirty Feet Deep Will Furnish Silage for Practically Six Months 


When Fed at the Rate of Two Inches in Depth Daily 


On n dairy farm a silo is almost a 


prime necessity. 
Silage is succulent, 


adds variety to the ration. Is relished 
by the animals, and promotes a more 
healthful condition of the digestive 
system than, when dry feed only la 
supplied. For a silo to be satisfactory 
the walls must be air-tight and suffi- 
ciently rigid to withstand the pressure 
to which they are subjected whan the 
silo Is filled with heavy green material. 
For ordinary silos filled with corn 
ellage thle pressure Increases eleven 
pounds per square foot for each foot 
In depth of the silo. 


Corn for the silo should be cut 


just before It becomes fully mature. 
At that time there la still enough juice 
In the stalks so that the cut or 
shredded material packs in the silo 
firmly and yet there Is not that earlW 
superabundance of juice whose pres"- 
ence tends to produce a very sour or 
acid silage. 


In building a reinforced brick stlo at 


tho Experimental Station of West Vir- 
ginia, an excavation was made about 
four feet deep to the underlying: rock 
in order to secure a solid foundation.

Thfn a cylindrical brick wall was laid 
up four Inches thick, cement mortar | 
being used. As the wall was laid !0d 
wire nails, which previously had been 
annealed by heating them, were Im- 
bedded In the mortar with the ends 
projecting from the wall about two 
inches Into the silo. 
Two nnlls wero 


used for each square foot of surface. 


After the wall had stood a few days. 


woven 
wire 
fencing was 
cut 
Into 


pieces of the proper length to go 
around the silo, and the projecting 
ends' of the nails were clinched over) 
the wires so as to hold the fencing! 
close to the brick wall. Only fencing 
with straight horizontal wires should 
be used for this purpose, for if It Is not 
drawn close to the wall In all places 
an unnecessary amount of cement Is 
required for the plastering. 


Two thicknesses of wire 
fencing 


were put on for one-half the depth 
of the silo and only one thickness on 
the remainder. Each strip was lapped 
about two inches over the lower one. 
The top course projected four Inches 
above the top of the wall, and thus 
was stapled to the plate, fastening tho 
roof securely to the structure. 


After the wire was In place the In- 


side of the silo was plastered with ce- 
ment mortar, thus covering the wire. 
The mortar consisted of one part 
cement and three parts pand. 
Four 


openings were provided for removing 
the allage. 
The door frames are of 


cast iron, one Inch In thickness with 
a projection which laps a couple of 
Inches over the brick work on the In- 
side of the silo. The doors are made of 
two thicknesses of seven-Inch flooring 
with roofllng paper between, and they 
are held in place by being bolted to 
four by four inch pieces of timber 
which extend across the door frames 
on the outside. 


It is believed that thle method of 


construction possesses many advant- 
ages where a permanent structure la 
desired. 
The wire fencing, being 


protected by the coating of cement, 
has no tendency to rust, and tho life 
of the silo should be almost Indefinite. 
In every agricultural community the 
sen-Ices of a brick-mason can be se- 
ruro<3 easily, the Job of laying up the 
four-Inch wall Is a short one. and the 
farmer himself can put on the wire 
and do the plastering.

THE CORN-FIELD ANT 


By 8. A. FORBES. 


The little brown ant notorious for 


Its Injuries to corn and called, conse- 
quently, the corn-field ant. Is not by 
any means limited to corn fields, but 
la abundant In nil cultivated lands, In 
pastures and meadows. In dense for- 
ests, along hard pathways, and In the 
sandy eoll of dry. sonny roads. 
One 


sometimes finds It nesting la rotten 
wood or under bark, logs or stones, 
and even opening up Its underground 
burrows to the surface between the 
bricks of sidewalks and pavements. 
It Is distributed "over the whole of 
North America, except the extreme 
southern and southwestern portions, 
from the tree line on the highest moun- 
tains to the sands of th« shore.'* 


Its home* and habits have been 


chiefly studied In corn fields, and there 
It forms rather extensive »«ttlom*nts, 
mainly centered In the hills of corn. 
Several adjacent hills so occupied by 
It being connected 
by underground 


chann-els by way of which members 
of the same family may pass from hill 
to hill. This IB partly, no doubt, be- 
cause In corn field* It is usually la 
possession of plant-Hoe, which live on 
tho roots of corn and which contribute 
to the support of the ant» the fluid 
surplueof thelrown food, but pertly also 
because In the corn hills It is undis- 
turbed by the cultivates which Is 
likely to tear up Its neats If they are 
established between the roroe- 


In the burrow* of this ant one may 


find a rathsr mixed and varied popula- 
tion, consisting of the «ggs, forrae. 
pupae, males, females and workers of 
the. ants themselves, together with tho 
various species of root-Hoe harbored, 
by them and certain kinds of mites 
which share Its underground habita- 
tions on terms of mutual toleration, tf 
not active friendship. In olov«r fields 
It Is very likely to have In Its nests 
many mealy-bugs of a species •which tu- 
fest the roots of the clover plant, and 
these It treats as It does the root-lice 
of the corn plant—Mbrinff them, and 
carry-Ing them a-way when Its nest i* 
disturbed. Just as It harries out of 
eight Its own maggot-Ilk* larvae. Its 
t*gs>llke pupae, and Its mlmitc. spheri- 
cal white eggs. 


The oontentv of the n«st are not pre- 


cisely the samo at all times of the 
year. In the winter one finds In It no 
males or pupae of the ant*. as a rule, 
but only workers and larvae, compan- 
ion mites and eggs of tho root-lice. 
In some of tho larger mites" nestfl one 
or more wingless queens or mother 
ants may be found, although we have 
not b**sn able to satisfy ourselves that 
this is true of all. or even mcmt. of the 


winter communities of thin species. A 
careful search and exploration of sti 
the tunnels and chambers of krge 
nests have often failed to bring to light 
a single queen. Sometimes. however, 
two or more queens may be seen Itvlzig 
contentedly In the same worker family, 
performing their proper function of 
laying eggs tor the increase of the 
colony. 
Besides these targe, compo- 


site and erldantly well established 
communities, one may often find single 
females In the 
ground, sometimes 


wholly alone and sometimes: with * 
few of their own eggs, a few larv»« 
and a small number of worker*.

It Is well-known that ants of oo* 


colony are extremely hostile to an- 
other colony of their own species, 
many observations having been made 
of hosWltles. amounting almost •» 
battles, between them. Notwitstand'- 
ing the almost Invariable Intolerance 
exhibited by different families of the 
corn-field ant towards each other, th«y 
often Hv« on perfectly friendly term* 
with ants of other species, both klodsi 
mingling harmoniously In the same 
galleries among roots of the same hills 
of corn. One of the Mnfl.ll red house- 
ants, which often Infests kltoheni 
and pantries to the annoyance of th« 
housekeeper. Is frequently found at 
homo In the nests of the corn-field 
species, where they live peaceably to- 
gether feeding from the ssone food 
supply.

No matter how much we 
epray and use fungicides there are 
certain climatic Influences' that deter- 
mine the size of our crops of fruit. 


During the past season many apple 


growers were scared out by the wet 
weather and yet many who sprayed 
tho most secured excellent results. 
The rain may wash oft much of the 
fungicide, but I think If the applica- 
tion Is made from seven to ten days 
apart, until the fruit Is wen started, 
there will be little danger of damage 
from the apple scab. 


The first application should be made 


Immediately after the blossoms appear. 
The frequency of future spraying must 
depend on the weather, the Intervals 
Varying from one to two weeks. 


The moro I see of spraying the more 


I realize the necessity of frequent ap- 
plications and the more 
favorably 


Impressed I am with a combination of 
fungicide and Insecticide, adding parls 
green or London purple to the bor- 
deaux mixture. Such a form of mix- 
ture. I think, should come Into more 
general use.—C. M. S.

Lectures are given 
at these meetings by the person In 
charge, and prizes are awarded for the 
most perfect goods. 
This work Is 


rapidly extending into all the states 
and in a year or so tho entire country 
will be organized Into "canning clubs." 


Tho farmer and fruit grower have 


a great deal to thank the United States 
government for. 
Unlimited praise Is 


due our government for the educa- 
tional work that Is being done, In 
helping the farmer to realize greater 
profits for his produce. 


MIXED DEBT FOR HOGS. 


The Investigators at the Missouri 


College of Agriculture prove again 
what good feeders already know, that 
corn—good corn—Is a good feed for 
any animal and that there Is no need 
of withholding It from any animal 
needing food. At the same time. It Is 
shown that corn alone Is not nearly 
so good or so profitable a feed as corn 
supplemented by some protien food, 
such as tankage. Unseed ollmeal or 
soy beans. 


In hogs fed exclusively on corn the 


animal becomes very fat and chubby 
and does not develop properly; the 
bones are brittle and easily broken. 


Slxty-flve hogs were uaed in this 


experiment and they were divided Into 
lots of flve each. 
Twelve different 


rations were used with corn alone In 
two of them and corn supplemented 
with some other feed In the others. 


Th« hoars fed on corn and llnaeed 


ollmeal and those fed on tankage 
gained the most; those receiving «orn 
alone were most unsatisfactory. 


DAIRY HINTS.

is that of allowing their cows to get 
started down grade before they begin 
feeding supplemental feeds. 


There are few conditions under 


which dairymen will find profit In the 
long run. at least, by supplementing 
drought-stricken pastures either with 
soiling crops or grain foods. It is far 
easier to lot a cow down In her flow 
of milk than It is to get her back. 


No complicated system of forage 


crops Is needed to supply the dairy 
herd with succulent feeds on the mod- 
ern stock farm where corn, clover and 
alfalfa thrive. 


The melon growers of Kansas have 


formed an association to teach their 
members better methods of culture 
and to regulate the prices. 


HOURS FOR FARM TjABOB. 


The question of hours a man Is to 


work on the farm is coming to the 
front stronger than ever this season. 
Down In Indiana-and In some of the 
eastern states as well, so I am told by 
a man who writes from central New 
York, workmen are Insisting that ten 
hours is a day's work and some of 
them are actually asking overtime If 
they have to work longer! Well, that 
Is a new one to me. While I am not 
In favor of excessively long hours I can't 
see how a farmer is going to get his 
rush planting and harvesting done by 
working only ten hours a day. That 
would be from 7 to 8. with an hour 
for dinner. If men were working by 
the hour, and having tholr pay stop 
at any time during the day -when work 
was olack the ten hour rule might 
work; but we cannot work that way 
on tho farm and It seems to me that It 
must be a case of hustle long hours 
when necessity drives and short hours 
when work la light In the big cities 
some union men, such as teamsters 
and milk wagon drivers, work from 12 
to 15 hours every day In the week and 
Sundays, too, with no overtime. 
But 


then there are some unions which per- 
mit their men to work only nme hours 
and charge for every minute over that 
time—and there you ara. 
But I do. 


not believe the attempt to unionize | 
farm labor will be successful until 
present conditiona aro very much 
changed.—A Hired Man.

THE HAT TEDDER. 


The hay tedder has wrought great 


improvement in the quality of hay 
from fields that produce large yields. 
Its use shortens the curmg period and 
enables us to nave many tons from 
the detrimental effects of sun and rain. 
Clover and alfalfa should not be ted- 
ded but once and then thrown Into 
email wlnrows with the side-delivery 
rake and rolled over a number of 
times and then oocked. This exposes 
the hay to the sun and air without a 
loss of leaves. 


If we drive slow and carefully roll 


the wlnrow the hay Is in excellant con- 
dition to pot In cocko the »ame day. 
The hay loader Is especially valuable 
on farms where timothy and mixed 
hay la raised. 
In heavy grass, well 


dried. It is not necessary to use a rake, 
but to do good, clean work I believe 
that It pays to uas a side-delivery rake 
to get the hay Into winrows. 


This also saves much driving In 


loading and reduces the wear and tear 
on the loader to a minimum. Driving 
over the rough fields Is a more sever* 
strain upon the loader than when the 
hay Is rak«d Into wlnrows. On farms 
where clover and alfalfa are the chief 
hay crops I would not advise the pur- 
chase of a loader, for it would be of 
little practical use harvesting crops 
that must be cared In the cock, before 
being hauled to the mow. 


A Chicago commission merchant de- 


clares that one reason why the farm- 
ers receive low prices Cor their potatoes 
is that they send them to market 
unassorted and with dirt clinging to 
them. If properly eorted and cleaned 
and put up In clean bags or barrels 
they would bring at least 25 per oent 
more.

SOFT SHEIjIiED EGGS. 


An overfatty condition is one cause 


for tho laying of soft shelled eggs. 
Sometimes It Is caused by the over- 
stimulation of the egg organs, brought 
about by the overfeeding of too much 
spice, whtoh la apt to cause Irritation 
of the egg passage. 


Closely 
confined 
fowls not sup- 


plied with a variety of food are more 
liable to lay soft shelled eggs than 
those having plenty of range or sup- 
plied with exercise In an artificial way 
and fed a variety of grains In a well 
balanced ration. 
Oyster shells, grit, 


and plenty of green foods will assist 
greatly In preventing such conditions 
of the egg organs. 


If your hens are too fat provide a 


diet low In fat producing elements, 
make the birds work for what they 
get. and put one teaspoonful of sul- 
phate of magnesia to every pint of 
drinking water twice a week for a few 
weeks. 


Should the hens still persist In lay- 


ing soft shelled eggs add flve drops of 
fluid extract of ergot to each quart of 
drinking water every other day for a 
period of one week. Do not have any 
other water around while giving them 
the mixture, otherwise the fowls will 
not touch It 


SORE SHOtTLDERS.

With the softer varieties at 
fruit and vegetables, such as peaches, 
plums, tomatoes and eftg plant, thsA 
are usually put In small packages, each 
specimen should b» placed by hand. 
This not only makes the pack mart 
attractive, but It lessens the liability 
of 
damage resulting from bruises. 


Produce of a firm nature, as apples. 
potatoes, etc.. will not bruise so reasV 
lly. and as a result it in not so nee* 
essary to handle ea«h individual speci- 
men In packing. 


SPRAYING POTATOES. 


When the broods are first appearing; 


Is the time to get after the potato bucs. 
The beat known remedy Is paris green. 


To one barrel of water use three- 


quarters of a pound of parls green and 
to, this add about one gallon of strong 
lime water. 
This will prevent the 


burning of the foliage by the parls 
green being too strong and will also 
make It adhere to the loaves better. 
XCaep the contents of the barrel well 
stirred while the machine Is in motion. 


One barrel Is sufficient for about 


two acres of potatoes. My experience 
with spraying as a preventatrve of 
blight has convinced mo that we 
should begin early before the disease 
has appeared. 
Some potato growers 


who ara the most ready to condemn 
spraying wait until the disease gets a 
foothold and try to cure It with a 
strong bordeaux mixture. 


I believe that If spraying IB t» be 


made effectual It must be commenced 
when the plants are eight or ten to- 
eh«s high and be continued at freauent 
Intervals during tho whole of the 
growing season. I have every faith In 
spraying as a pravontatlve of the 
blight but no faith In Its application 
as a cure after the disease has devel- 
oped,

Sculptures of Rare Merit by Mrs. Henry Payne Whitney. 


HENRY PAYNE WHITNEX

ROMINENT among American wom- 
en sculptors and owing her prom- 
inence to actual achievement, not 
merely to wordly. position, is -Mrs. 
Henry Payno Whitney. She recent- 
ly returned from Europe, and hav- 


ing brought with her twc^ of her lat- 
est sculptures placed these in the ex- 
hibition of works by American women 


sculptors'arranged in the sculpture gal- 
leries of the Gorham Company, in New 
York city. 


The two bronzes shown by Mrs. Whit- 


ney are a caryatid in reduced scale, the 
original designed for a fountain which is 
on exhibition in one. gf her Pflris Salons, 
and a portrait iu. bronzu ot uer duuglilcr 


Barbara. The caryatid is one of three 
figures which support the bowl of the, 
fountain which was modelled by Mrs. 
Whitney for a new hotel in Washington, 
D. 0. The whola composition is fourteen 
feet high. The small bronze figure shown 
in the recent exhibition is remarkable for 
its fine expression of bodily strength. 


Entirely different la aluin>c.t.iw u th« 


bronze portrait of little Barbara Whitney. 
Anything more, charming in small sculp- 
ture it would be diCficut to imagine. It is 
indeed a mas-terjy little work, executed 
with tW lightest possible touch, yet with 
an affectionate regard for the piquant at- 
tractiveness of the original that is as 
touching as it also is artistic and effective. 
In fact, it is a uortrait bronze of a child 


upon which any artist might ne eon- 
jrarulated, 


Mrs. Whitney exhibited work from her 


studio at the Pan-American Exposition. At 
that time she. had studied chJefly in New- 
port, with a Swedish sculptor 
named 


Anderson. Afterward she took one of the 
Gibson studios and studied undar Jam»« E. 


Mr. Couse considers the aborigines of 
Taos a. particularly fine type of the 
pueblo Indian. This pueblo being further 
north than others, so that it is adjacent to 
the plains, there were ttmcs in the past 
when the Taos Indians were attacked by 
Utes, Apaches and marauding hands ot 
oilier tribes. Tliis made tbem more war- 
like than the pm-blo Indians further to the 
south, and together with the hunt, ncces- 
nry to sustenance, developed the type of 
Indian manhood the artist likes to paint, 
even if he shows it in peaceful pursuits. 


A feature of the landscape In which Mr. 


Couse places his subjects i« the quaking 
aspen. This grows hiRh up in the canyons, 
'and." as the nrtist expresses It, "with ita 
tall white trunk nnd its foliage only at 
the top forms a. most beautiful background 
for tbe rich glowing flesh of "the Indian." 


The artist sometimes goes on campinf 


trips with bis models so as to make atudie* 
high up in the canyons, and thus secure as 
natural an effect as possible of tic Indian 
in his historic habitat. 


Other artists who havs been <W who 


still go to Taos are Bert Phillips, a painter 
of Indian heads; two California artists, 
Frank Saurwcin and Mr. Rollins; Mr. 
Bnrainghnns, of St. Louis, and Henry 
Sharp, of Cincinnati, who found it increas- 
ingly difficult to secure good types among 
the Indians of the plains. 


In strong contrast to Tnos, and showing 


the vast variety of material this country 
offers the artist, is Mr. Arthur R. Frecd- 
landcr's 
• summer studio 
at 
Vineyard 


Haven, on bhe island of Martha's Vineyard. 
Mass. 
Tlje American artist can go West 


and paint the Indian in his native sur- 
roundings, or go "down East" and paint 
the Yankee, or what may be called the 
Yankee landscape, and marine views, as 
Mr Frcedlnnder does at Vineyard Haven, 
whore be also has for several seasons con- 
ducted a. successful summer airt class. 


Usually it, is early in June when Mr. 


Freedlander closes his studio in New Tork 
city and begins tr, work with his pupils on 
the many charming impressions and paint- 
flble bits in nnd around Vineyard Haven.
